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1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-2, 7-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Boehm. 

Boehm (WO 98/20706) discloses a method for processing an acoustic 
environment in an electronic device, the acoustic virtual environment comprising at least 
one sound source, the method comprising the steps of: establishing a direction 
dependent filtering arrangement and a set of parameters (page 6, lines 13 to 19 and 
lines 29 to 36), associating the direction dependent filtering arrangement with at least 
one sound source (page 6, lines 32 to 36), converting a first signal representing the 
sound emitted by the at least one sound source into a second signal representing a 
directed sound in the filtering arrangement in a manner determined by the set of 
parameters (signals are resolved into frequency bands and are processed individually), 
defining a certain reference direction (direction which a signal is followed to produce in 
front of a user 1 ) and a set of directions differing from it for the at least one sound 
source (other directions for signals which are produced in left and right of a user), 
associating a filter with each direction differing from the determined reference direction 
so that the effect of each filter on the signal representing the sound emitted by the at 
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least one sound source depends on a set of parameters relating to the filter (each signal 
for each direction are processed by each filter); and transmitting device transmits to the 
receiving device information about the parameters related to each filter as a part of a 
data stream according to the MPEG-4 standard (page 7, lines 3 to 5). 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Boehm. 
Boehm does not disclose that the multiplexing means in the transmitting device 

for adding parameters representing the parameterized filters to a data stream according 
to the extended VRML97 standard, and demultiplexing means in the receiving device 
for detecting the parameters representing the parameterized filters from the data stream 
according to the extended VRML97 standard. Even though Boehm does not disclose 
using VRML97 standard, since Boehm has disclosed using MPEG, AC3 or ATRAC 
standard, it would have been obvious to use VRML97 standard as claimed because like 
MEPG, AC3, and ATRC, VRML97 is well known audio encoder/decoder. 

5. Claims 3-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
